A PLANNED scheme to turn a former Black 
Country baths into a £3m care home would 
create 45 jobs. 

The old site of Tipton Baths has been 
bought by Select Healthcare Develop¬ 
ments who plan to build the new 30-bed 
site for people with complex care needs. 

The building has already been demol¬ 
ished and subject to planning permission, 
work is expected to start later this year. 

Peter Cooke, managing director of Se¬ 
lect Healthcare Developments, said the 
new care home would cater for stroke and 
brain injury patients.

AN MP is demanding a slip 
road onto the M6 be re-opened 

- after transport bosses re¬ 
vealed there is nothing actu¬ 
ally wrong with it. 

Drivers have been left wondering 
why the southbound entry road at 
Junction 9 near Wednesbury is shut 

- and has had its closure extended by 
five months - when no-one is doing 
any work on it. 

Now it has been revealed Highways England 
has kept it shut because of work it is doing else¬ 
where, amid fears it would add to congestion on 
the link road to the M5 if it was open. 

It leaves drivers in the Black Country forced 
to take long detours to get onto the M6 further 
down, even if they have no intention of joining 
the M5. 

Valerie Vaz, MP for Walsall South, said: “I 
have never seen any works taking place on or 
under the slip road. 
I There has been no 
I information why the 
I slip road is closed. 
I This frustration is 
1 compounded by con- 
1 fusion about when 
I the slip-road will re- 
The closed slip road open. 

“A press release 
from Highway England dated May 20 said the 
slip road would open on November 30, but a 
bulletin dated June 15 on the Highways Eng¬ 
land website said that it would open on July 30. 

“I was alarmed to be notified that the slip 
road has been closed to reduce congestion on 
the M6 and local roads. 

“The closure was agreed after consultation 
with Walsall and Sandwell councils. Rather 
than reducing congestion, the closure has in¬ 
creased congestion.” 

Therese Coffey, deputy leader of the Com¬ 
mons, told Miss Vaz: “According to the Depart¬ 
ment for Transport, the entry road at Junction 
9 has been closed to help to prevent gridlock on 
local roads in Walsall. 

“If the road were kept open, traffic would 
have to queue to access the M5 link road, which 
has only one lane available owing to repair 
work on the carriageway. 

“Queues would build up quickly and result in 
heavy congestion on the M6, which would back 
up into other roads in Walsall. 

“I understand that Highways England has 
discussed the matter in depth with Sandwell 
and Walsall councils, and that they understand 
the need to prevent needless congestion for 
local drivers.” 

The slip road at Junction 9 has been closed 
since January, causing long tailbacks for driv¬ 
ers on connecting roads and neighbouring 
junctions. Highways chiefs said problems with 
corrosion to steel beams is far greater than an¬ 
ticipated. 


‘EVIL ACT’ LEAVES UNBEARABLE PAIN ON FAMILY

THEY stayed together and protected each 
other right up until the end. But the grand¬ 
father, his son and grandson were killed in 
an ‘evil act’, which has left their family with 
‘unbearable’ pain. 

Saddlers fans Pat Evans, Adrian Evans 
and Joel Richards had travelled to Tunisia 
for a family lads’ break. 

But they were murdered within 24 hours 
of arriving at their beach resort with Joel’s 
16-year-old Owen the only survivor of the 
family trip. 

Their heartbroken family and community 
have been ripped apart by the tragedy and 
hundreds turned out to pay their respects as 
the trio were laid to rest in West Bromwich 
on Friday. 

As the hearses approached Holy Cross 
Roman Catholic Church, floral tributes 
spelling out the names Pat, Ade and Joel 
could be seen before family and friends in¬ 
cluding Owen, aged 16, his mother Suzanne 
and grandmother Maureen made their way 
inside. 

An order of service featured a photograph 
of 19-year-old Joel, Adrian, a 49-year-old gas 
service manager and 78-year-old Pat aboard 
the plane to Tunisia. It was handed out to 
mourners. 

The service opened to the sound of Smile 
by Frank Sinatra and included the hymn 
Amazing Grace and the poem Together For¬ 
ever. There were also emotional tributes 
from family friend Amanda Churchill who 
spoke of the trio’s friendship. 

Privilege 

Adrian Scarrott, director of neighbourhood 
services at Sandwell Council, paid tribute to 
his colleague Adrian. 

“It was a great privilege to work with 
Adrian. I was really lucky to have Adrian 
on my team. I like to think all colleagues of 
Adrian were also his friends. If I was to use 
sporting terms, which seems appropriate, 
Adrian would be one of my first picks. If it 
was a football team he would be my main 
centre half. Nothing could get past Adrian,” 
said Mr Scarrott. 

Joel, a University of Worcester student and 
talented football referee, from Wednesbury, 
is believed to be the youngest of the British 
victims. Mike Penn from the Birmingham 
County FA said he believed Joel was des¬ 
tined to go to the very top of refereeing and 
would have officiated games in the Premier 
League. The University of Worcester student 
was among only a handful of young referees 
to be fast-tracked to Level 4 status. 

“Everyone who knew Joel knew his infec¬ 
tious smile, if he smiled, you smiled. He was 
an extremely talented referee, there is no 
doubt Joel would have reached the top of the 
refereeing ladder,” he said. 

Addressing the church congregation, and 
around 200 people listening outside, Mon¬ 


signor Bruce Harbert spoke about the men’s 
horrific murder in the resort of Sousse three 
weeks ago. 

“What happened to them is part of a much 
larger picture, a global conflict,” he said. 
“Jesus taught, over and over again, that re¬ 
ligion is not a matter of obeying rules, but 
of loving God and our fellow human beings.” 
Paying tribute to all three victims, the cler¬ 
gyman said: “Even in their last moments 
they stayed together, seeking to protect each 


other, a true Christian family to the end.” 
Scores of mourners had lined the road to pay 
their respects as the funeral cortege arrived 
at the church in Hall Green Road. 

West Bromwich West MP Adrian Bailey 
was among those who attended the church 
service. He said: “It is an incredibly sad day 
and I am here to give what support the fam¬ 
ily needs. They were a very important part of 
our local community.”

Traders' fear over roadworks impact

ROADWORKS lasting almost eight 
weeks are expected to cause traffic cha¬ 
os on main routes through Tipton. 

Essential gas repairs around High 
Street and Owen Street could carry on 
until September. 

Traders fear the works will impact 
business, especially at one of their busi¬ 
est times - the school holidays. 

One worried boss, Steve Hanning¬ 
ton, who opened an independent toy 
shop just off Owen Street in August last 
year, said: “We’re dreading it, it’s hard 
enough as it is. Just when you think Tip- 
ton is getting back on its feet they decide 


to shut the roads. This is right in the 
school holidays, the time when we want 
to attract kids, so it’s the worst possible 
time for us. 

“I think this is going to be a shame for 
a number of businesses here who have 
had it tough for years.” 

Balfour Beatty is carrying out the 
work for National Grid Gas and traffic 
diversions are being put in place. 

Victoria Chippy boss Lucas Menicou, 
who has been at the shop for 19 years, 
said: “It’s going to be very bad. Closing 
the road kills us, it kills the trade.” 

Phase one of the repairs will see the 


High Street closed between Sedgley 
Road West and the Canal Bridge from 
July 20 to August 9, phase two affects 
Owen Street and Albion Street, while 
the third phase runs from August 24 to 
September 11 and affect Owen Street 
and High Street, with one way traffic 
only between Wood Street and Sedgley 
Road West. 

National Grid spokeswoman Jane 
Taylor said: “We’ll do everything we 
can to keep the disruption to a mini¬ 
mum. The whole road won’t be closed 
for the whole project, it will move along 
with the work.” 


21-year stretch for 
attacks on women 


A MAN has been jailed for 21 
years for carrying out brutal at¬ 
tacks on two women - 10 years 
after appearing in a TV docu¬ 
mentary charting his re-integra¬ 
tion into society. 

Nathaniel Hamilton, aged 31, of Burn¬ 
ham Road, Great Barr, was jailed after 
being found guilty of attempted murder, 
rape and assault following a three-week 
trial at Birmingham Crown Court. In one 
attack he struck a woman across the neck 
with a gun after threatening to shoot her. 

Hamilton also raped a woman and sub¬ 
jected her to a beating of such ferocity that 
she was left with 
multiple injuries and 
his footprint across 
her face. 

Ten years ago he 
appeared in the BBC 
documentary Bad 
Boy, which charted 
his life after release 
from prison. 

The court heard 
how his latest victim 

Nathaniel Hamilton was Jf ft wi , th a Pi¬ 
rated eardrum and 
severe bruising to her neck and jaw after 
Hamilton forced his way into her flat on 
November 9 last year. 

Judge Paul Farrer QC, said: “You threw 
a phone in her face with such force that it 
broke. Then you jumped on top of her and 
began strangling her with one hand.” 

The judge said Hamilton throttled the 
woman until she was unconscious. 

While these crimes were being investi¬ 
gated, it emerged that Hamilton was al¬ 
ready on police bail for making threats to 
kill and assaulting another woman in July. 

He lured the woman to his flat in Holly 
Court, Acacia Avenue, Yew Tree, and 
threatened her with an imitation firearm, 
demanding she chose which limb he should 
shoot off. 

The court heard she was struck across 
the neck with the gun and strangled until 
she almost lost consciousness. She man¬ 
aged to escape when Hamilton left the flat. 

Hamilton was said to have 11 previous 
convictions, three of which involved of¬ 
fences of violence. 

Hamilton was also placed on the Sex Of¬ 
fenders Register for life.

“People should think of get¬ 
ting their cats spayed first to save 
things like this from happening - 
there is no excuse. 

“But unfortunately this type of 
thing happens a lot. 

“There are three boys and one 
girl who are all litter trained and 
had flea treatment and are ready to 
go to new homes.” 

The kittens were checked over by 
Mrs Clarke, who is also an animal 
welfare nurse at the sanctuary. 

She added: “They are extremely 


friendly and loving and like to purr 
a lot. A home with children may 
not be best for them, but it would 
depend on the circumstances. 

“Their ideal home would be a 
home for life,” she said. “Some¬ 
where they would be loved and kept 
until that person passes on.”

£5m plan to 
make park

United in grief over 
beach terror victims 


HUNDREDS of mourners paid a final 
farewell ‘in grief and bewilderment’ to 
three Black Country men murdered in 
the Tunisia massacre. 

Family, friends and the wider community 
united to remember devoted Saddlers fans 
Joel Richards, his uncle Adrian Evans and 
grandfather Pat Evans. 

Mourners lined the street in hushed silence as the 
funeral cortege made its way to Holy Cross Roman 
Catholic Church in West Bromwich. Joel’s brother 
Owen, aged 16, who survived the attack in Sousse, 
supported his mother Suzanne and grandmother 
Maureen as they entered the church together. 

As well as those paying their respects inside the 
church, some 200 people gathered outside to listen 
to Friday’s service. 

Mourners, some wearing ‘Keep Calm and Smile’ 
T-shirts, were handed an order of service featuring 
a photograph of the three men relaxing during their 
flight to Tunisia. 

Adrian, a 49-year-old gas service manager, from 
Bilston, 78-year-old Charles, known to friends as 
Pat, and Joel, both from Wednesbury, were killed 
within 24 hours of starting their holiday. 

Addressing the gathering, Monsignor Bruce 
Harbert said: “Happily, Owen is still with us. Our 
thoughts and prayers are with you, Owen, wishing 
you a long, happy and fruitful life, supported by the 
prayer of your brother, your uncle and your grand¬ 
father. 

Farewell 

“A lot has been said in recent days about the 
good they did - Pat’s long contribution to the life 
of the community here in Stone Cross, the respect 
in which Adrian was held by his colleagues, and the 
love the children at St Mary’s School felt for Joel as 
he worked with them in the last few weeks. 

“As we bid them farewell in grief and bewilder¬ 
ment, we salute them also with a touch of pride,” 
Msgr Harbert added. 

Amanda Churchill, a close friend of Joel and Ow¬ 
en’s mother Suzanne, led the tributes. 

She said: “The relationship that existed between 
these three generations, Patrick, Adrian and Suzy’s 
boys Joel and Owen were what a close-knit family 
is all about. 

“They were four happy chappies who were forced 
to live together and whose lives were inextricably 
linked. 

“The fact this relationship is over is far too pain¬ 
ful to contemplate.” 

The victims’ family have long-standing links to 
Holy Cross, with Charles Evans having married 
there and the church hosting Adrian Evans’ bap¬ 
tism.

Plans submitted 
for super hospital 

A NEW £353 million super hospital 
in Smethwick has reached a key mile¬ 
stone after outline proposals were 
lodged. 

It’s the first stage of securing plan¬ 
ning permission for the building - to 
be called Midland Metropolitan Hos¬ 
pital - which would be built on Grove 
Lane and is set to open in late 2018. 
It would serve around 530,000 people 
living in Sandwell and West Birming¬ 
ham. 

The outline plans have been lodged 
by Sandwell and West Birmingham 
Hospitals NHS Trust and Carillion. 

Big bang caused 
by aerosol cans 

FOUR aerosol cans exploded after 
being left in sunlight, blowing out a 
kitchen window and taking a door off 
its hinges. 

Oldbury Fire Station were called to 
the incident in Clent Road at around 
2pm last Friday. 

The aerosols had exploded on the 
kitchen work surface after the home- 
owner had left them in direct sunlight 
whilst out shopping. 

A dog was in the property at the 
time but unhurt. The explosion caused 
a considerable amount of damage to 
the window, door and cooker. 

Under-used, so 
court may close 

SANDWELL Magistrates’ Court 
looks set to close due to being mas¬ 
sively underused. 

The Ministry of Justice confirmed 
it was one 14 courts in the Midlands 
which could be axed to save money. 

In 2014/15 the court house, on the 
Oldbury Ringway, cost £407,000 to 
run but was only used to 47 per cent 
of its total capacity. It is proposed that 
its workload would be transferred to 
Walsall Magistrates’ Court. More 
than 21 jobs would be affected. 

Demolition agreed 
for fire-hit factory 

THE demolition of a fire-ravaged plas¬ 
tics factory in Oldbury has been given 
the go-ahead by council planners. 

Work to bulldoze the remains of the 
Teknor Apex site in Tat Bank Road is 
expected to take place next month. 

Planners at Sandwell Council have 
approved the proposals to knock-down 
the factory. 

A criminal investigation into the 
April 29 blaze continues after fire in¬ 
vestigators confirmed they believed it 
was started by arsonists. 

Homes bid lodged 

PLANS for a canalside housing devel¬ 
opment in Oldbury have been lodged. 
Grayston Nixon has submitted the 
proposals for three townhouses and 
11 apartments off Titford Road, by 
the Titford Canal. Sandwell Council 
will decide on the application within 
the next three months.

AS the Greek tragedy drags on a reader 
writes: “Have you noticed, when spoken 
quickly, how “euros” sounds just like like 
“lOUs”? 


BROTHERS, let us build the New Jeru¬ 
salem on brownfield sites. Let us stream¬ 
line the planning laws to allow all the 
houses we need to be constructed on the 
disused land of old factories, railway yards 
or quarries. The Government has spelt out 
its vision What could possibly go wrong? 

I’LL tell you what could go wrong. I 
was once shown an old Coal Board map 
of the known pit shafts, some more than 
200 years old, in the Black Country. There 
were hundreds. In theory, the shafts were 
all sealed. In reality, some were covered 
with a few wooden planks and a load of 
soil. The moment you start digging into 
brownfield sites, you may hit all sorts of 
nasties. Pit shafts are merely one worry. 
It is not unknown for 21st century devel¬ 
opers to discover 19th century cyanide 
lagoons. Occasionally, a vehicle plummets 
into an unknown chamber covered by turf. 
If Whitehall tears up the planning laws to¬ 
morrow, do not expect developers to rush 
for brownfield sites. They much prefer the 
predictable security of a nice green field. 

IN a mean-spirited article for the Guardi¬ 
an, Jonathan Jones slagged off the official 
photographs of Princes Charlotte’s chris¬ 
tening, ridiculing “their faces lit up by hys¬ 
terical joy, their hair wispy in the sun, their 
teeth shining like diamond walls of privi¬ 
lege, and their eyes betraying no signs of 
thought whatsoever.” In other words, the 
perfect chris¬ 
tening snaps. 
It may come 
as news to the 
Guardian but 
most parents 
and grandpar¬ 
ents want pic¬ 
tures showing 
their brood at 
its best, even 
if it does not 
reflect the absolute truth. This is why so 
many homes have framed photographs of 
Gavin on graduation day, proudly attired 
in gown and mortar board and clutching 
£27,000 worth of 2:2 BA in Media Stud¬ 
ies. The truth is that Gavin spent most of 
his time at Uni face-down in an alcoholic 
haze and eventually landed a washing-up 
job at the abattoir. But who wants photos 
of all that? Family snaps are propaganda, 
not gospel. 

A NEIGHBOUR told me she was ex¬ 
pecting a bumper crop of gooseberries 
this year and seemed surprised when I gri¬ 
maced. Seriously, does anyone really en¬ 
joy gooseberries?

Patient transport consultation launched 


CONSULTATION has been launched 
over the future of non-emergency 
patient transport used by thousands 
across Sandwell and Birmingham. 

The NHS-funded service helps 
people unable to travel by private 
or public transport get to and from 
healthcare services, such as routine 
hospital appointments. 

It aims to give patients safe, timely 
and comfortable transport, and is 


available free of charge to those who 
are eligible. 

At the moment there are different 
contracts and standards in place at 
each of the NHS trusts, in Sandwell, 
Birmingham and Solihull. They 
are due to come to an end and now 
health chiefs are looking at creating 
one single service to improve it for 
patients. Dr Manir Aslam, a local 
GP and clinical lead at Sandwell and 


West Birmingham CCG, said: “The 
existing contracts for non-emergency 
patient transport will be coming to 
an end soon, so we must take action 
to ensure there is no gap in service 
for our patients.” 

The service will remain a 24-hour 
service but there are plans in place 
to ensure the busiest times - be¬ 
tween 7am and 10pm, seven days a 
week, are sufficiently catered for by 


the new service. They also want to 
make it easier for patients to find out 
about the booking service and book 
transport.

Girl's attack on others 
went viral, court told

A 16-YEAR-old girl has 
been sent ‘thousands of 
death threats’ after she 
was shown in a viral video 
attacking two teenagers in 
Birmingham, a court heard. 

The girl, who cannot be named, 
admitted robbery and assault when 
she appeared at Birmingham Youth 
Court. She told police she could not 
remember anything about the in¬ 
cident at about 10pm on Saturday, 
having downed a bottle of vodka 
in the hours beforehand. However 
a video of the assault in Northfield 
has been circulating on Facebook 
and viewed at least six million times. 

As a result of the adverse public¬ 
ity, the girl’s solicitor said the teen¬ 
ager was kept in custody by police 
‘for her own welfare’, after her iden¬ 
tity was revealed online. 

Her lawyer Amy Nuttall said her 
client’s mobile phone number had 
been leaked on the net, while un¬ 
known cars had been ‘parked out¬ 
side her mother’s address’ at 3am. 

Forced 

Ms Nuttall said: “She was re¬ 
ceiving thousands of death death 
threats, after her mobile phone was 
put on the internet.” 

The girl, who has finished school, 
said she was ‘disgusted’ with herself 
after being shown a video by police. 

Sandra Murgatroyd, prosecuting, 
said the teenager accused two other 
girls in another group of ‘giving her 
a ‘dirty look’ when they came across 
one another. 

“She forced the first girl to get on 
her hands and knees to apologise,” 
she added. The teenage attacker 
then turned to her other victim. 

Mrs Murgatroyd said: “When she 
refused to get on her hands and 
knees, she was thrown to the floor.” 

District Judge Simon Quershi 
said there was a ‘high probability’ 
she would be handed a detention 
and training order of up to eight 
months when she is sentenced. He 
remanded the teenager to local au¬ 
thority accommodation, with condi¬ 
tions, for a pre-sentence report until 
August 3. 



Enforcement action over storage 


Darlaston Builders Merchants who are using land in Darlaston Road to illegally store building materials 


ENFORCEMENT action is being taken against a build¬ 
ers’ merchants for illegally using land in the Black 
Country to store building materials. 

Darlaston Builders Merchants has breached planning 
regulations by using land off Darlaston Road to store 
commercial building materials without permission, ac¬ 
cording to Walsall Council. 

Officers discovered building materials and pallets 
were being stored at the site, between the River Tame 
and the railway line, in April last year and told the firm 
to stop using it for storage. 

But planning chiefs have now agreed to serve an en¬ 
forcement notice on the company for failing to comply, 
giving bosses a month to clear the land. A committee re¬ 


port said that, after it was found that building materials 
and pallets were being stored on the land, the council 
wrote to the firm giving bosses 28 days to stop using the 
site for this purpose. 

According to the report, bosses contacted the council 
saying a project had stalled but they now wanted to use 
the land and a planning application would be submitted, 
although none have been received. 

The authority wrote to the firm again in April this 
year, giving 21 days to comply. Failure to clear the site 
has now resulted in the enforcement action. 

Ian Mansell, manager at Darlaston Builders Mer¬ 
chants, said the firm had now submitted a new planning 
application, which would cover using it for storage. 


Alert over 
fires from 
cooking 
incidents 

TEN adults and children have been 
injured or suffered smoke inhalation 
due to cooking related fires in just un¬ 
der a month. 

Three of the blazes involved chip 
pans and one a barbecue which a man 
lit with petrol. West Midlands Fire 
Service is now urging families to take 
extra care while cooking. 

On June 20, a man suffered burnt 
hands and two children were affected 
by smoke from a chip pan fire in 
Stourbridge. 

On July 1, a man suffered 15-20 per 
cent burns to his legs, arms and hands 
after using petrol on a barbecue in 
Willenhall. Two other men were less 
seriously burnt, but one of them still 
needed hospital treatment, while on 
July 3, a man in West Bromwich was 
slightly burnt and suffered smoke in¬ 
halation after using a bucket of water 
to put out a chip pan fire. 

On the same day firefighters were 
called to Shard End, Birmingham 
after a man went to hospital with 
eight per cent flash burns to his hands 
and face from a pan of food. A woman 
and toddler suffered smoke inhala¬ 
tion. 

Pete Wilson, head of community 
safety for West Midlands Fire Service, 
said: “These are all incidents which 
could easily have been avoided. 

“Three of these incidents each in¬ 
volved three people being burnt or 
affected by smoke and fumes, and two 
of them involved children. 

“You need your wits about you at 
all times when you’re using chip pans 
and barbecues,” he added.

THREE men behaved ‘like children’ 
during a row at a Black Country pub, 
a judge declared.

The former, who has a job in Ger¬ 
many, was given an eight month jail 
sentence suspended for 18 months 
and ordered to pay £800 costs while 
the other received a 12 month prison 
term suspended for the same period 
with £150 costs. 

Thomas Doherty, aged 27, of 
Wyn-Griffith Drive, Tipton, who 
played a lesser role, pleaded guilty to 
a public order offence. He was given 
a year long community order under 
supervision with £150 costs.

“It’s going to make such a difference to 
Wednesbury. It’s wonderful, that despite ah of 
the cuts, we are getting a new leisure centre in 
Wednesbury,” she added. 

When completed the new centre will have a 
sports hah along with a 25-metre swimming 
pool, a learner pool, two dance studios and a 
100-station fitness suite. The project suffered 
a setback after a fire broke out damaging the 
former sports hall. The original plan was to re¬ 
build inside the old centre but the plans had to 
be redrawn following the blaze. 

It will be the fourth new leisure site to open 
in the borough in the last three years, with 
the new £12.5m West Bromwich Leisure Cen¬ 
tre having opened in Moor Street in June last 
year. The £8m Tipton Leisure Centre opened in 
April 2013 as well Portway Lifestyle Centre, in 
Oldbury, which cost £18m. 

Free swimming will be available at the new 
Wednesbury Leisure Centre when it opens. It 
will continue to be offered at Haden Hill, Lang¬ 
ley, Smethwick, Tipton and West Bromwich 
leisure centres.

looks at extremism 
and why he believes 
democracy will win 


HOW can one explain the reason 
for what happened to British and 
other holidaymakers in Tunisia? 

Why should innocent people like these 
be ruthlessly gunned down? 

By a coincidence, the Queen, on a state 
visit to Germany about the same time, went 
to the former Nazi concentration camp, Ber- 
gen-Belsen, and paid homage to the many who 
died there in the most horrible conditions. 
Belsen had been liberated by British troops 
just before the Second World War ended. 

Like even worse killing places such as 
Auschwitz, Treblinka, Sobibor, which were 
extermination camps, the Nazis murdered 
their victims mainly, but not exclusively, Jew¬ 
ish, because they considered such people were 
simply unfit to live. This helps to explain the 
mind set of Isis who have just the same sort of 
attitude to those who they murder, or actively 
encourage others to. 

Right 

Let us be quite clear: However much such 
murder cults claim to be acting in the name of 
Islam, they have in fact, as has been pointed 
out time and again, like other terrorist groups, 
absolutely no right to do so whatsoever. 

Hundreds of millions of Muslims in the 
world, whether Sunni or Shia, practice their 
religion peacefully, as with other long-estab¬ 
lished faiths. And don’t forget, even the Nazis 
occasionally invoked God for what they did. 

Only recently, more Nigerians were mur¬ 
dered by the terror group, Boko Haram, which 
also attacked a mosque with gunfire because 
the cleric there had preached peaceful coex¬ 
istence of religions, and had condemned the 
terrorists. None of these latest bunch of mass 
murderers and torturers care in the least if 
Muslims are included among their victims, as 


was the case 10 years ago this month in the 
London Tube and bus bombings, 7/7. Their 
response is to say if they were ‘good’ Muslims 
they were going to reach paradise that much 
earlier. 

One can understand the feeling of contempt 
and loathing of our fellow citizens who follow 
the Islamic religion for those who set out to 
murder or seriously injure the maximum 
number, as on 7/7 or in Sousse, allegedly for 
religious reasons. There is however a dan¬ 
ger, where there is no room for complacency 
regarding those who may be vulnerable to in¬ 
doctrination, particularly on social media; it is 
aimed particularly at younger people. 

The insidious propaganda urges Muslims - 
all the more so the young - to come over to 
Syria and fight for the religion. Racist com¬ 
ments are made about unbelievers, infidels 
and Westerners in general. Once in Syria with 


Isis, the reality soon becomes clear to those 
who have travelled there as passports are 
immediately taken away; they are expected 
to start killing almost immediately, and the 
chances of ever being able to leave of their 
own accord are remote. The line is peddled 
that ‘martyrdom for the cause’ is the quickest 
way to reach paradise. 

Here, the Government uses the continued 
acute danger of terrorism to argue for the 
draft Investigatory Powers Bill; this new bill 
includes elements of the previous Communi¬ 
cations Data Bill, which was often described as 
the snooper’s charter. The Tories were unable 
to introduce that measure in the last parlia¬ 
ment, due to the Lib Dems refusing to agree 
to it while in coalition. 

If such a bill became law, it would give the 
authorities the powers to store, as it wishes, all 
emails and mobile phones. In order to reassure 



us, we’re told, the content will not actually be 
read. I don’t believe that this type of carte 
blanche authorisation can be justified or nec¬ 
essary. Certainly, targeting those who come 
under suspicion of wishing to inflict terrorism 
is obviously vital, but that is a long way from 
what is intended by the snooper’s charter. 

When Ministers or the police say the pro¬ 
posed bill is essential, remember exactly the 
same was said at the time of the 90 and then 
42 day pre-charge detention proposed by my 
party when in office following 7/7. 

No-one now argues for such excessive hold¬ 
ing of terror suspects prior to any charge being 
made; it is firmly off the agenda. In the West 
Midlands we are not strangers to terrorism; in 
November 1974, 21 were murdered and over 
180 injured in the two pub bombings by the 
IRA. It was often said that organisation grew 
in numbers as a result of internment brought 
in by the Heath government over 40 years ago. 

Again, there was a fierce row not so long ago 
when it was found three areas of Birmingham, 
where a large number of Muslims live, were 
surrounded by a ring of spy cameras. They 
were soon taken down, and rightly so. It gave 
the impression that being Muslim was, in it¬ 
self, a subject for suspicion. 

Combating terror in our country is no easy 
matter, and no sensible person has argued 
otherwise. The responsibility on the police and 
MI5 is indeed a heavy one, and that should be 
accepted by all law abiding persons. 

In the process it is important to safeguard 
long-standing liberties which make Britain 
the country it is. We should be proud of being 
an advanced democracy, based on the rule of 
law and parliamentary representation, where 
everyone can go about their lawful business 
unimpeded. It is also of course a country 
where one can practice any religion, or none; 
how many other states can claim the same? 

In the 20th century, totalitarian movements 
of all shades, fascism, military dictatorships, 
communism, all mocked the democracies as 
weak and utterly decadent. Is there anyone 
who questions now who won that battle of 
ideas? And who today has any doubt whether 
democracy or terror groups like Isis, al-Qaeda, 
Boko Haram, and similar outfits consisting 
of outright murderous psychopaths, will tri¬ 
umph?

Breaking Bad-style drugs ring caught 



Gang found guilty over 
crystal meth operation 


A BREAKING Bad-style drugs 
gang including three men 
from the Black Country has 
been found guilty of conspir¬ 
acy to supply the highly-ad- 
dictive drug crystal meth. 

The case was likened to the 
American TV series which fea¬ 
tures a teacher dying from cancer 
who sets up a factory to supply the 
synthetic drug. 

Gang leader George Rogers, aged 
78, a cancer sufferer from Brislington, 
Bristol, masterminded the drugs plot, 
Bristol Crown Court heard. Two men 
from West Bromwich and one from 
Walsall were among the gang, which 
will be sentenced at a later date. 

The court was told Rogers master¬ 
minded the plot while serving a prison 
sentence. The trial heard that he and 
David Nash from Redcliffe, Bristol 
were behind the audacious plan and 
even sourced the required chemicals 


and laboratory equipment to set up 
the crystal meth’s production line. 

When he met up with fellow gang 
members Harish Chander, 48, of Mon¬ 
mouth Drive, West Bromwich, and 
Garry Gooda, 46, of Shefford, he did 
not know police were monitoring him. 

Officers used covert filming and 
recording equipment during the sur¬ 
veillance operation to catch the deals 
unfolding. 

The jury heard the gang had ob¬ 
tained 1kg of cocaine and the £60,000 
profits from its sale were to pay for the 
chemicals and equipment, with some 
to be imported from the Netherlands. 

Needing someone to cook up the 
chemicals to make the drug, the gang 
recruited 61-year-old Nash. But before 
he could start work police arrested the 
gang on the M5 near Bristol and seized 
the cocaine. Rogers, Chander, Gooda 
and Nash were all found guilty of con¬ 
spiring to supply class A drugs. 

Also convicted were Popinder Kan- 
dola, 55, of Walsall and Wojciech 


Kolodziejczyk 27, of West Bromwich 
along with Carl Thomas, 45 of Tred- 
worth, Gloucester, Stephen Williams, 
58, of Brislington, Bristol, 

Kandola was convicted of conspiracy 
to produce MDMA (ecstasy) and am¬ 
phetamine and Kolodziejcski of con¬ 
spiracy to produce amphetamine 
All apart from Thomas remain in 
custody until sentencing, due at Bris¬ 
tol Crown Court at a later date. Ste¬ 
phen Mooney, prosecuting, said: “Each 
of these defendants were involved in a 
number of agreements or conspiracies 
to supply or produce controlled drugs.” 

The three-month trial heard that 
hours of footage had been recorded. 

Another man, Ryan Kelly, admitted 
at a previous hearing, conspiracy to 
supply cocaine. 

Rogers and Chander were convicted 
of conspiracy to produce MDMA (ec¬ 
stasy) methamphetamine, ampheta¬ 
mine and conspiracy to supply cocaine. 
But Gooda was found not guilty of con¬ 
spiracy to produce MDMA.

A WEST BROMWICH family garage with a clutch of industry awards 
has completed a new workshop to more than double the size of its 
vehicle servicing area. 

Ferdotti Motor Services Ltd, on the Lyng industrial estate, finally took the plunge to sink 
£200,000 into the project after Sandwell Council Development Framework Plans for housing 
in the area stalled. 

Within months of purchasing their development plot in 2007, Ferdotti and its industrial 
neighbours were being offered between £1 m and £1.3m per acre for homes development. 

But the catastrophic property slump of the following year saw the developers lose heart in 
the 22-acre area and Ferdotti’s 4,000 sq ft expansion plans next to its site at Pleasant Street 
were left in limbo. 

Director Tim Guidotti said: “Initially we didn’t know what to do. The local authority were - 
and still is - committed to the same social improvement that has been seen in the town, but 
there is currently no appetite for independent investment here. 

“By 2012 I’d had enough of the delays and took the plunge to develop the former bronze 
foundry we had purchased. 

“Due to growth in the business, at times we had to use a temporary canopy for extra work¬ 
space,” he said. 

After paying £15,000 to remove waste from 
the 100-year-old factory, Tim site-managed 
the development himself. 

Completion now means the business, 
primarily known for its fleet servicing, will 
have capacity to expand its loyal domestic 
market. 

“We are a family run and family orientated 
business and that ethos runs throughout the 
Ferdotti organisation. People who come to 
us can expect accountability and a good job 
done for a fair price.

Dyslexia hasn't held 
Jenny back over years 


NHS HEROES

JENNIFER GREEN 

PAEDIATRIC 

OPHTHALMOLOGY SISTER 



DYSLEXIA may try to stop 
some people in their tracks, 
but you don’t have to let it 
succeed. That is the attitude 
of Jenny Green, Paediatric 
Ophthalmology Sister for 
Sandwell and West Birming¬ 
ham Hospitals NHS Trust. 

Jennifer (known as Jenny), did not 
know she had dyslexia when her school 
teachers told her that she was not 
smart enough to be a nurse. Almost 35 
years into her nursing career she tells 
us how she proved them wrong! 

Jenny has been working as a nurse 
in the NHS for more than 30 years and 
has been trained in many disciplines 
but has found her calling in paediatric 
ophthalmology. 

“A vacancy came up in paediatric 
ophthalmology and I wanted a change 
from what I was doing for the final five 
years of my career before I retire. 

“You are never too old to learn, so I 
started here just over a year ago and I 
am thoroughly enjoying it,” she said. 

Surgery 

Having undiagnosed dyslexia was 
a hindrance to Jenny growing up and 
in her pursuit of her dream job as a 
nurse, but it is a testament to her 
character that she proved her doubt¬ 
ers wrong. 

“From a young age I was told that I 
would not be a nurse and I didn’t find 
out that I was dyslexic until I was 44 
years old. 

“I now understand why I found 
studying very scary and it was so dif¬ 
ficult for me, but because it was some¬ 
thing I wanted to do, I pushed myself 
to get the same qualification as every¬ 
one else. 

Her job role entails working with 
the eye ward, preparing patients for 
surgery and planned procedures such 
as squints and removal of cysts at the 


Birmingham Midland Eye Centre. She 
also works in A&E with children, who 
mainly come in with trauma to the 
eyes. 

“I try to calm them down and build 
a rapport with them and their parents, 
go through the pre-assessment checks 
with them and test their vision before 
passing them on to the doctor.” 

Jenny started her nursing career in 
mental health, which she found very 
exciting and the springboard into her 
other roles in nursing. 

“Working in mental health gave me 
the tools to move into different areas, 
by giving me the skill of listening to a 
patient’s concerns.” 

Jenny trained at the now closed Der¬ 
byshire Royal Infirmary and stayed 
there for 21 years before moving to 
the West Midlands and working in the 
private sector, as a ward sister at West 
Midlands Private Hospital in Hale¬ 
sowen. 

“I moved to Sandwell and West Bir¬ 


mingham Hospitals NHS Trust be¬ 
cause I felt that, because I started in 
the NHS, I should finish in the NHS.” 

In her spare time, Jenny sings in her 
church choir, the Birmingham City 
Church. 

“We practise every Thursday, but 
we have something on every night of 
the week which keeps me involved. 

“It has also allowed me to volunteer 
at local food banks and help in any way 
I can.” 

When asked what the most re¬ 
warding thing about her job is, Jenny 
proceeded to pull out a hand written 
card she had received from a former 
patient. 

“I looked after this child a few weeks 
ago and they have written their thanks 
to me in this card. It is so easy now for 
someone to complain about the care 
they are receiving, but it does make a 
real difference, as a nurse, to receive a 
thank you from somebody whose day 
you have changed for the better.”

FEWER patients will need to go outside the 
Black Country for treatment following a link¬ 
up of health trusts, bosses have said. 

Staff could be shared across hospitals to cut the 
costs of temporary workers, make it easier to recruit 
and share best practices to the benefit of patients. 
It comes after the new Black Country Alliance was 


announced. 

Bosses at the health 
trusts in Walsall, Dudley 
and Sandwell, insist pa¬ 
tients will not be forced to 
keep travelling further for 
the treatment they need 
from hospital.

More than 190 investi¬ 
gations were launched into 
fraud relating to housing 
and council tax benefits in 
2014/15. 

Illegal subletting and not 
using a house as a main 
home were among the ways 
residents were found to 
be flouting tenancy rules. 
The overpayments totalled 
£856,828, the council’s 
counter fraud unit discov¬ 
ered. 

Action was taken against 
83 people caught fiddling 
claims forms. 

The annual counter fraud 
report by assistant chief 
executive Melanie Dudley 
says: “The council operates 
a zero tolerance on fraud 
and corruption, all instances 
will be investigated and the 
perpetrators will be dealt 
with. 

“Action will be taken to 
recover all monies stolen 
from the authority.” 


Victim in debt 
to Albanians, 
murder jury told 


A MURDER victim owed Albani¬ 
an criminals tens of thousands 
of pounds when he was battered 
and knifed to death, a judge 
heard. 

Stewart Millership, who has admitted 
being involved in the attack in which Baljit 
‘Bill’ Singh was killed but denies delivering 
the fatal blows, told Wolverhampton Crown 
Court: “He was deeply in debt to them.” 

The 33-year-old defendant alleged that 
the figure was around £30,000 when Mr 
Singh, aged 50, was bludgeoned over the 
head up top 20 times and stabbed in the 
neck at a house in Beeches Road, Rowley 
Regis, on December 23 last year. 

Millership, who was living at the address 
at the time, claimed he and the victim grew 
cannabis in partnership with Albanians at 
a variety of different addresses across Bir¬ 
mingham and the Black Country. 

One of these in Pearsall Drive, Oldbury, 


was raided by police early last year. Another 
in Great Bridge had its crop stolen while Mr 
Singh reportedly gave the harvest from a 
third drug factory in Edgbaston to a friend, 
said Millership. 

Mr Robert Price, prosecuting, had earlier 
revealed: “The deceased bought £30,000 
worth of the drug from Albanians a year 
before his disappearance.” 

Millership said he arranged for two Al¬ 
banians to meet Mr Singh - who also re¬ 
portedly owed him £12,500 - to ‘sort out the 
debts’ on the day of the murder. 

Millership admits murder on the grounds 
that he played a minor role in the attack but 
the prosecution maintain he committed the 
crime alone.The weapon used to batter Mr 
Singh is missing while the knife with which 
he was stabbed was still sticking in his neck 
when police found his body in the cellar on 
New Year’s Day. 

The jury was set to reach a verdict this 
week.

Trio stole lorry tyres to make 
cash for Christmas, court told 


THREE thieves broke into a vehicle 
manufacturers and made off with al¬ 
most £7,000 worth of tyres because 
they wanted money for their families 
for Christmas, a court heard. 

The group, all from Tipton, cut a chain 
and padlock, and a hole in a fence of the 
site last December and loaded nine HGV 
tyres into a van.

They drove off with the specialist HGV tyres, 
worth £675, before the police arrived. But other 
officers stopped the van on the M5 later that 
evening, said Mr Graeme Simpson, prosecuting. 

Blewitt, aged 18, of Highfield Road, was given 


a community sentence with supervision for 12 
months and a two-month electronically-moni¬ 
tored curfew, and was ordered to carry out 100 
hours of unpaid work. 

Arnold, 25, of Coronation Road, was sentenced 
to nine months, suspended for 12 months, with 
supervision and a three-month curfew, and 
ordered to do 150 of unpaid work. But Tildes¬ 
ley, 29, of Shakespeare Road, was jailed for 11 
months. 

Mr Antony Schiller, defending, said Blewitt 
wanted to make money for Christmas by tatting. 
They were looking for scrap, not to burgle.

Cricket club pitches in 
to celebrate 140 not out 


WITH English cricket fans’ 
eyes on The Ashes, a Black 
Country team is attracting at¬ 
tention of its own as it reach¬ 
es 140 not out. 

Wednesbury Cricket Club 
played a special match on July 8 
to mark the team’s anniversary. 

It was midway through Queen Vic¬ 
toria’s reign that the club was formed, 
and legend has it that it was the mon¬ 
arch who inspired people in Wednes¬ 
bury to walk out to the crease for the 
first time some 20 years earlier. 

The story goes that the first organ¬ 
ised game of cricket in the town took 
place in 1854 to celebrate Queen Victo¬ 
ria’s marriage to Prince Albert. 

Interest in the game intensified 
around this time and in 1871 players 
formed the Old Park Cricket Club. 
Four years later the team moved from 
Rooth Street to Wood Green Road, es¬ 
tablished itself as Wednesbury Cricket 
Club and has stayed there ever since. 

The class of 2015 marked the oc¬ 
casion by playing in a one-off game 
against the Midland Cricket Club

Conference. President John Whistance 
has been associated with Wednesbury 
Cricket Club for 55 years, since first 
joining as a batsman in 1960. 

He went onto perform various roles 
to help keep the club ticking over, in¬ 
cluding as groundsman. Now aged 80, 
he was a proud spectator as the team 
took to the field for the anniversary 
match. 

He said: “It has just become part of 
my life, it is something I am enthusias¬ 
tic about and is very important to me.” 

John said it is much harder to keep 
a grassroots side going these days and 
admitted he was unsure of what the 
future held for the club. 

He said: “As a leisure cricket club 
a lot depends voluntary people. Our 
basic source of players is through local 
schools so we depend on them to en¬ 
courage them to take up the game and 
get them to feel that connection to the 
game. We need enthusiasm and if we 
can’t get that we won’t succeed.” 


For current player Andy Warner, 
aged 26, it is a family affair as his 
uncle is a former chairman and his fa¬ 
ther an ex-player. 

A quantity surveyor when the pads 
are off, Andy said: “It is a real tradi¬ 
tional club and it is an honour to be 
a part of it. 

“In this day and age voluntary or¬ 
ganisations are struggling but we still 
manage to get three teams out on a 
Saturday and two on a Sunday.” 

Wednesbury joined the Birmingham 
League in 1894 and though they have 
enjoyed various successes down the 
years, their amateur status has seen 
them remain at a relatively steady 
level. They now play in the Staffs 
Clubs Championship. 

A win on their anniversary was 
to elude Wednesbury, as the MCCC 
proved to be too strong. 

But John said achievements and 
results have always been secondary to 
the spirit at the club. He said: “There 
is nothing I like more than watching 
someone grow up and come into frui¬ 
tion and maturity as an accomplished 
cricketer and playing a key part in 
their development.”

Cape Town - so much to see, so 
little time, but so worthwhile 


FORTY-EIGHT hours in Cape 
Town - so much to do, so little 
time. But as a tag-on to a safari 
or the Garden Route, it’s worth¬ 
while. 

Food, wine, culture and cabs are ri¬ 
diculously cheap thanks to the strong 
pound against the rand. 

On my visit, I plan to take in the obvious 
highlights for first-time visitors. 

I start with a visit to the jewel in the geo¬ 
logical crown of this diverse metropolis, the 
majestic Table Mountain, a sandstone won¬ 
der of the world which looms large wher¬ 
ever you go in the city. 

The string of peaks known as the 12 
Apostles are a favourite with hikers, but I 
chose to join the queue for the Cableway 
cable car on a five-minute ride to the top 
(adult return 225 rand/around £12.50). A

revolving floor within the car ensures all 
budding photographers have a 360 degree 
birds’ eye view. 

You could spend a good few hours up here 
balancing your yin and yang. Young visitors 
sunbathe on the rocks, others seek out the 
flora, fauna and wildlife - I see lizards, but 
there are also guinea-pig-like creatures 
called rock rabbits, or dassies, and nearly 
1,500 species of fynbos, including proteas, 
ericas and reeds. 

After Table Mountain, I head for the lush 
vineyards of Constantia, around 20 minutes 
away, to test my palate with a wine-tasting 
session at Bistro Sixteen82 at Steenberg 
Farm, which produces some of the coun¬ 
try’s finest wine. 

To blow the cobwebs away after lunch, I 
head for Boulders Beach, home to colonies 


of African penguins nesting on the beach 
and waddling about on the rocks. You pay 
60 rand (£3.30) to get in, but have good van¬ 
tage points from the boardwalk. 

Further up the coastline of False Bay, I 
stop off for souvenirs at the quirky, bohe¬ 
mian seaside town of Kalk Bay. 

Sophisticated 

After a full day, I’m ready to try some of 
South Africa’s finest fare. Cape Town offers 
a wealth of sophisticated dining based on 
local produce. I try springbok and ostrich 
while I’m here, as well as abundant seafood, 
from freshly caught tuna and angel fish, to 
oysters and scallops. 

The next day, I venture to the spot I an¬ 
ticipate will be the highlight of my 48 hours 
- Robben Island. Catching the ferry from 
the Nelson Mandela Gateway at the fash¬ 
ionable V&A Waterfront, a symbol of Cape 


Town’s resurgence post-apartheid with its 
trendy restaurants, upmarket shopping 
malls, colonial-style buildings and working 
harbour, Robben Island and all it repre¬ 
sents could be a million miles away. 

It’s actually a half-hour boat ride to the 
island, a Unesco World Heritage Site, which 
had been used as a prison since the 17th 
century and also served as a leper colony 
and as a lunatic asylum. We’re taken on a 
bus around this desolate scrubland stopping 
at the limestone quarry where the prison¬ 
ers spent their days breaking rocks in the 
scorching sun. 

Back on the mainland, I experience the 
other extreme, namely fashionable Clifton, 
one of the wealthiest areas of Cape Town. 

Here, we stay at Cape View, which calls 
itself a luxury guesthouse but that’s a huge 
understatement. Checking my watch, I’ve 
done my 48 hours but I wish I had more . . .

Couple are drawn into 
a dangerous world 


hink of Agatha Christie and what 
immediately springs to mind? 
Probably fastidious Belgian 
detective Hercule Poirot and sharp-as- 
a-tack pensioner Miss Marple. 

In fact, there are maybe even some 
people who have never read any of 
her work that believe Christie’s output 
only features those two formidable 
characters. 

But how wrong they are. 

Christie wrote a variety of books 
and short stories that featured neither 
of them, as well as four novels and a 
collection of tales featuring the 
adventures of Tommy and Tuppence 
Beresford, a pair of married amateur 
detectives. 

The Beresfords first popped up in 
1922, and their adventures spanned 
the next 50 years - indeed their final 
story, Postern of Fate, was the last 
novel written by Christie. 

This take on their tales takes place 
solely in the 1950s and stars David 
Walliams and Jessica Raine as the 
daring duo. It also mixes espionage, 
drama and humour against the 
backdrop of the Cold War. 


The first run features two stories - 
The Secret Adversary and N or M? - 
and lasts six weeks. Christie’s books 
are relatively short and tend to be 
adapted into feature-length dramas, so 
it’s refreshing that here, viewers have 
something to really get their teeth into 
- as well as the potential for 
cliffhangers at the end of each episode. 

In fact, the whole project appears to 
have been put together with tender 
loving care. 

“David Walliams and Hilary Strong 
from the Agatha Christie Group came 
to discuss the fact that they wanted to 
reinvent Tommy and Tuppence,” says 
executive producer Hilary Bevan 
Jones. “David was particularly tickled 
by the idea of a married amateur 
detective duo and the image of them 
bickering over a dead body. 

“Christie has a wonderful sense of 
humour and I’m not sure how many 
people of this generation know that. 
We decided to think of it as Indiana 
Jones meets Agatha Christie.” 

Eyebrows may be raised at the 
thought of Walliams playing Tommy, 
but Zinnie Harris, who adapted their 


first case, The Secret Adversary, for 
the small screen, reckons he’s perfect. 

“David is a wonderful Tommy as I 
always thought he would be,” she 
reveals. “He is a great combination of 
brave, gung-ho and a bit left-footed 
which is quite a hard thing to pull off. I 
love what he has done with the 
character. 

“But more than that, David and I 
worked quite closely as the first script 
was being shaped and written so he 
brought masses to the whole series. 
He was a great collaborator as all 
those early decisions about tone and 
story were being made. In fact many 
of the best ideas were his!” 

Will we be seeing more of Tommy 
and Tuppence once this run is over? 
According to Walliams, that’s up to us. 

“We certainly hope there will be 
more Tommy and Tuppence 
adventures,” he remarks. “There are 
more books to adapt and it’s been a 
real pleasure filming these two stories. 
But ultimately, it’s what the public 
think. If the public enjoy it, then I am 
sure there will be more. It has been a 
brilliant adventure so far...”

RENAULT says the latest version of it city car 
evolved ‘from a clean sheet of paper.’ 

The French firm adds that this ‘takes into account all the 
joys and stresses of living and driving in the cities it was 
primarily designed for.’ 

Cut through the advertising jargon and you can see what 
the company is getting at, with the new model seeming to 
tick all the boxes required of a city car runabout. 

As for the clean sheet of paper, it is certainly different, 
having its engine in the rear, driving the rear wheels. This in 
turn means that the front wheel, unencumbered with drive 
shafts are capable of turning to 45 degrees, giving a turning 
circle like a black cab. 

That is clearly a huge advantage with tight city parking 
spaces and sliding into gaps. 

Like many cars in this segment, it has funky design, both 
inside and out, which can be further customised to suit own¬ 
er requirements, has clean efficient engines and is fun to 
drive. Another innovation is the French firm’s R & GO smart¬ 
phone connectivity system, which, thanks to the radio, a 
universal cradle and a free-to-download app, owners have 
access to a variety of navigation, telephone, multimedia and 
trip computer functions as well as internet radio and a host 
of other practical features. 

There are four trim levels, Expression, Play, Dynamique 
and Dynamique S and two versions of the three cylinder 
one-litre petrol engine delivering different power outputs. 

Nearly 70mpg is claimed on the 70bhp model with the 
90bhp version tested here offering a bit more grunt, with 
a respectable 0-60mph acceleration time of 10.8 seconds. 

Pretty decent performance while delivering a claimed, but 
optimistic, 65-odd mpg with stop/start technology. Carbon 
emissions are also under the magic lOOg/km. 

It does look eye-catching with the now familiar large Re¬ 
nault diamond logo dominating the narrow grille. 

The boxy style is well-disguised by smart body kit, body 
coloured bumpers, concealed rear door handles, neat new 
headlights with round daytime running lights and striking al¬ 
loy wheels on this tested model. 

Inside, what appears to be a spartan interior is cleverly 
jazzed up with with funky paintwork and dark plastic to dash 
and doors, steering wheel and gear shift and various sur¬ 
rounds. Hardly sumptuous, but certainly practical. 

The dash itself is minimalist with one large central dial. 
Other controls and switches are handily placed. 

In practical terms there are numerous cabin storage are¬ 
as, three cupholders and a boot light. 

Space 

To overcome fears over losing boot space with a 
rear-mounted power unit, Renault has positioned the engine 
at an angle of 49 degrees so that it does not intrude into the 
boot, and in a rear-end collision it is pushed beneath the 
passenger cell. 

Boot space is always going to be meagre on this type 
of car and the Twingo capacity is 188 litres. This can be in¬ 
creased to 219 litres setting the rear seat-backs in a ‘cargo’ 
position at 90 degrees, while still safely carrying two passen¬ 
gers in the back. 

With the standard on all models 50/50 split-folding rear 
seats lowered, the boot volume is increased to 980 litres. 

Standard kit is good with the the Expression featuring, 
electric power steering, electric front windows, remote cen¬ 
tral locking, a speed limiter, a height-adjustable steering 
wheel, a trip computer and gearchange indicator, a lane- 
change function for the indicators and automatic activation 
of the rear screen wiper when reverse gear is selected. 

The Play version adds a height-adjustable driver’s seat 
and steering wheel and 15-inch black two-tone wheel trims. 

Dynamique adds 15-inch alloy wheels, pinstripe shoul¬ 
der-line decals, front foglamps, electric heated door mir¬ 
rors, cruise control, a lane departure warning system, a 
leather-trimmed steering wheel and gearshift knob, white 
instrument backlighting, while Dynamique S TCe 90 adds 
the previously optional Sport Pack. This features an alumin¬ 
ium pedal set, red/black part leather upholstery and the red 
interior touch pack. 

The safety equipment includes stability control, hill start, 
emergency braking, tyre pressure monitors and four air¬ 
bags.

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Princesses 
transported 
in econmical 
comfort to a 
magical land

In month two of driving the Lexus NX300h, 
Matt Joy puts it through its paces with a 
cross-channel trip to Disneyland Paris. 

We live in a world dominated by speed. How fast 
your broadband is, how quickly your food arrives at 
your table and perhaps worst of all; how fast your car 
is. Even as someone who should technically be a re¬ 
sponsible adult, I still get caught up in the big rush. 

The Lexus NX300h is, by conventional measures, quick 
enough for modern driving with a top speed of 112mph and 
0-62mph in 9.2 seconds, but in the last month, I’ve discov¬ 
ered one of its best qualities is how it makes me drive with 
calm restraint. 

This is in part due to the cabin. You climb slightly up 
into the driver’s seat, instantly giving you that command¬ 
ing driving position which is why you would buy one in the 
first place. But the NX goes a step further, with a dashboard 
stacked so it sits up high with you, as well as a clever nod to 
the exterior in its shape. 

Energy 

Even the displays give you a gentle nudge in the right 
direction, if you wish. With the car in Sport mode there’s a 
conventional rev counter illuminated in suitably racy red, but 
in Normal or Eco mode it instead indicates how efficiently 
you’re driving. You can also bring up the energy flow meter 
between the dials or on the large screen, showing when the 
NX is running on petrol, electric or a combination. Compet¬ 
itive moron that I am, keeping it in EV mode for as long as 
possible becomes a game whilst remaining a good way of 
keeping emissions and consumption low. 

Good consumption was on the priority list, however, for 
a family trek to Disneyland Paris. Normally I’d advocate a 
flight, but the NX had the right amount of room on board 
for two princesses (and me) and all the luggage that comes 
with that. There’s also an argument that eight hours on mo¬ 
torways and autoroutes is still less stressful than 30 seconds 
in a UK airport in June. 

And so it proved. Two four hour stints behind the wheel, 
even starting at 4.15am, were as easy as they could be on 
the driver thanks to the comfort on offer. 

Better still, the radar-guided cruise control fitted to this 
luxury-spec model proved its worth yet again. Sure, you 
need to adapt your driving style slightly to keep things 
smooth, but do so and you’re expending less effort than if 
you were taking full control yourself, and that pays off with 
less fatigue. 

The excellent stereo system kept us entertained too, al¬ 
though I have yet to work out how to cancel the navigation 
announcements altogether; turning them down is fine, but 
the audio still pauses for an announcement that isn’t there. 
My money is still on operator error, but if you will let Mickey 
Mouse behind the wheel...

508 HDi 
sheer joy 
to drive

When I was a company car driver choosing 
which model best suited my 40,000 miles a 
year was always a problem. If only the Peu¬ 
geot 508 had been on the scene then. 

In a world where Ford’s Mondeo and Volkswagen’s 
Passat tend to have the advantage Peugeot bosses 
have clearly targeted fleet sales with the new 508 and 
a recent 600 miles round trip proved it’s a model to 
figure prominently in any employee’s choice. 

Peugeot has bounced back in real style after a couple of 
sticky years in the sales charts and it’s little wonder the 508 
is helping the French company’s profitability. 

The 508 embodies the brand’s target to move up-market 
and the GT Line Blue HDi 150 is a sheer joy to drive over 
long distances - as five hour treks to Scotland and back 
proved. 

The test car benefited from an economical and very effi¬ 
cient Euro 6, two litre engine unit and the six-speed manual 
produces just lOlg/km of C02 emissions - that’s as good 
as it gets in this segment. What that means is you won’t pay 
any excise licence fees in the first year and just £20 there¬ 
after, figures certain to send fleet managers racing to their 
newest Peugeot dealership. 

With 0-62mph in 9.8 seconds and atop speed of 130mph 
this Peugeot matches most in sector and the French com¬ 
pany claims 72.4mpg on the combined cycle, though it was 
nearer 65mpg on my round trip which is still impressive 
enough. 

The 508 has a longer wheelbase than the 407 it has re¬ 
placed, increasing in length to 4.8 metres and is easily rec¬ 
ognised with the stylish new Peugeot grille and prominent 
lion emblem. 

The GT Line gets new headlamps, daytime running lights, 
indicators and fog lamps which are all high technology 
100% LED. There’s the cornering lighting function that I am 
now lost without and even the rear lighting structure is a 
complete new design. 

The 508 is completely different once you are in the cabin 
too with a 7” touchscreen, grouping together most of the 
vehicle’s features in a particularly easy-to-find method. 

And Peugeot win accolades from me with the arrival of an 
outstanding Head-Up display system showing driving and 
navigation information in colour on a retractable smoked 
screen - my personal favourite. Heating and ventilation con¬ 
trols are easy to operate are clearly marked and every other 
basic control is exactly where you would expect to find it. 

It’s as comfortable as it gets up front and I experienced 
very little fatigue at the end of a five hundred mile drive. Rear 
seat passengers get ample leg and headroom too and 550 
litres of boot space meant plenty of room for cases, golf 
clubs and trolley. 

Some might find the 508 a difficult car to park, it’s a big 
unit and does take some time to get used to, but there’s a 
good turning circle and plenty of help from a reversing cam¬ 
era and parking aids on the GT Line. 

The 508 GT Line Blue HDi 150 is the perfect fleet option 
and is also a big family grand tourer, ticking a lot of the right 
boxes.

Benteke exit will hit Villa hardest 


FOR six days last week, things at Villa Park were 
suddenly looking up. 

Then Fabian Delph performed perhaps the most 
surprising double U-turn in the history of the game 
to send the mood and the club’s odds on relegation 
next season plummeting. 

Concern is understandable. In Shay Given, Ron 
Vlaar, Delph and the soon-to-be-departed Christian 
Benteke, boss Tim Sherwood has lost the spine of 
the team which finished last season. 

But are things really so bad? While the rebuild¬ 
ing task facing Sherwood should not be under-es¬ 
timated, there is really only one area of the pitch 
which requires serious attention. 


It is not in goal, where Shay Given undoubtedly 
enjoyed a strong end to the league campaign. 

But the Irishman looked every one of his 39 years 
in the FA Cup final and in reality, Brad Guzan had 
been dependable between the sticks before a loss of 
form which, unfortunately for him, coincided with 
the new manager’s arrival. 

By the same token, you feel the squad has enough 
depth to cover Vlaar’s exit too. The Dutch cen¬ 
tre-back had his moments in a Villa shirt but they 
were often punctuated by long injury lay-offs - the 
fact he arrived from Feyenoord with the nickname 
‘Concrete Ron’ makes you think twice about visit¬ 
ing buildings in Rotterdam. It was Ciaran Clark, not 


Vlaar, who was the club’s best defender last season. 

Delph’s departure is much more serious. The 
captain was superb last season, when he also estab¬ 
lished himself in the England squad. 

Which brings us to Benteke, the man by far the 
most responsible for keeping Villa in the Premier 
League since 2012. It is doubtful they would have 
survived during the 2012/13 campaign, particularly 
without the 14 goals plundered by Benteke in the 
second half of the year. 

Nothing needs to be said about his exploits during 
the final weeks. 

Even though Delph’s exit will burn Sherwood, it 
is Benteke’s loss which hurts his team the hardest. 


Saido will be ready 
for start of season 



ALBION boss Tony Pulis is confident 
Saido Berahino will be ready for the 
start of the Premier League season 
after the striker stepped up his recov¬ 
ery in the United States. 

Berahino scored the opening goal in the 
2-1 win at Charleston Battery in his first 
game since suffering a summer knee injury. 

That ruled him out of England’s European 
Under-21s Championship campaign and the Bag¬ 
gies’ fitness camp in Austria, but he travelled to 
America and played in South Carolina after miss¬ 
ing the opening tour game in Orlando.

“There were one or two little niggles at the 
end but that was the second game in three days, 
then we knew we only had a day’s rest before we 
played the third game. 

“It’s an important week or 10 days and hope¬ 
fully they are gleaning more strength and fitness 
from it.” 

Defenders Craig Dawson and Joleon Lescott 
picked up thigh and hip injuries respectively at 
the Blackbaud Stadium but neither is thought to 
be seriously troubled. 

Brown Ideye also bagged his first goal of 
pre-season, the Baggies’ record signing netting 
the late winner after Navion Boyd had drawn the 
USL side level in the second half. 

And the Nigeria international is looking for¬ 
ward to his second season in the Premier League. 

“It’s always good to get off the mark,” said 
Ideye. “It has been tough but this is what we 
came here for - to train very hard and get ready 
for the season. 

“I am happy that things went well on Friday 
for the club and me too because I want to score. 


“For strikers goals are always important. You have 
to make sure you try to get yourself right in pre-sea- 
son and get ready for the season. I learned a lot last 
season. 

“I came back from injury struggling but right now 
I’m ready to go, give it my all and see how it goes. 

“I wouldn’t say I’m a better player now but each 
game you play increases your confidence and I enjoy 
the games. 


“I am also happy for Saido because it’s never easy 
for a player to be nursing an injury, so it’s good to see 
him back. 

“Now I just want enjoy my game and hopefully good 
things will happen for the club and myself. 

“I just want to play my football and enjoy it.”

Austin has been linked with an exit 
from Loftus Road all summer but to this 
point only Leicester have submitted a 
formal offer of £7m, which was rejected, 
with several clubs put off by the transfer 
fee. 

Boss Tim Sherwood has meanwhile re¬ 
moved one summer-long question mark 
by confirming Brad Guzan will begin the 
season as Villa’s No.l. 

The 30-year-old keeper had been 
linked with a move away from Villa Park 
after losing his place to Shay Given late 
last season. 

Given, who was on £50,000 per week, 
has since moved to Stoke City to free up 
funds. Sherwood said: “Brad was always 
going to be the No.l. 

“It’s a long season. 

“Shay had an opportunity to go else¬ 
where and Guzan’s got age on his side 
over Shay who can’t go on forever. 

“He had the opportunity to get a two- 
year deal and it gave us the opportunity 
to release a little bit of money for us to 
use in other areas.” 

Jed Steer will be No.2, with new re¬ 
cruit from Norwich Mark Bunn stepping 
in if the former departs on loan. “Jed 
knows if he’s playing well, he will get the 
chance to play,” said Sherwood. 

Jailed Yeung now 
facing more legal 
action over 'claims' 

JAILED former Blues owner Carson Ye¬ 
ung is facing further legal action over 
allegations he and other officials wrong¬ 
fully claimed more than £6.3million in 
expenses during his reign at St Andrews. 

The receivers in charge of the club’s 
parent company, Birmingham Inter¬ 
national Holdings, yesterday issued a 
statement to the Hong Kong stock ex¬ 
change confirming they had launched 
action against Yeung, together with for¬ 
mer Blues director Peter Pannu and two 
companies, Asia Rays Ltd and Amazing 
Top International Enterprises Ltd. 

They are claiming for HK$3.7m 
(£305,000) from Asia Rays and/or Yeung 
for payments made under the agree¬ 
ments, as well as HK$6.1m (£503,650) 
from Yeung for payments made as remu¬ 
neration to Peter Pannu under the BIHL 
Service Agreement. 

By far the largest claim is for 
HK$76.4m (£6.3m) for expenses being 
wrongfully claimed. 

Yeung resigned from Blues in Febru¬ 
ary last year, one month before being 
jailed for six years in Hong Kong after 
being found guilty of money laundering.

ALBION are considering a 
move for Borussia Dortmund’s 
£10million-rated striker Adrian 
Ramos. 

The 29-year-old Colombian interna¬ 
tional is among several players being 
monitored by boss Tony Pulis as he in¬ 
creases efforts to strengthen the Bag¬ 
gies forward line before the start of the 
season. 

Ramos struggled to live up to his billing as Rob¬ 
ert Lewandowski’s replacement after signing for 

Dortmund from Hertha Berlin last summer, 
netting only two league goals in a campaign 
racked by injury. 

But the striker, who is nearing recovery from 
a knee problem which forced him to miss this 
summer’s Copa America, has an otherwise im¬ 
pressive track record having scored 68 goals in 
157 appearances during a five year stay in Berlin. 

Talks with the agent of Liverpool striker 
Rickie Lambert are meanwhile expected to begin 
in the next 24 hours, though Albion will face 
competition from newly-promoted Norwich for 
the 33-year-old’s signature. 

Hopeful 

The Baggies remain hopeful of finally breaking 
the stalemate in discussion with QPR over Matt 
Phillips now Pulis is back in the country. 

Captain Darren Fletcher admits Albion’s play¬ 
ers, like the head coach, are desperate to see new 
recruits soon. 

“You feel leggy at different parts of pre-sea- 
son but it’s all gone well,” he said. “Nobody has 
picked up injuries and we have only got small 
numbers. 

“I know the manager is desperate to get play¬ 
ers in and we’re going to need those players be¬ 
cause we’re relatively short of numbers,” said the 
skipper. 

“The biggest thing on the pre-season trips 
was not picking up injuries because we need 
everybody for the start of the season and we’re 
desperate for a few numbers to come in. I know 
the manager is so hopefully we can make that 
happen.” 

• Tickets for Albion’s opening away game at 
Watford on August 15 have been set at £20. 


TONY PULIS touched down in England hav¬ 
ing seen his side end their pre-season tour of 
America with a final win against Richmond 
Kickers. 

The Albion boss boarded the flight home 
from Washington DC with transfers on his 
mind. 

So far, the Welshman has remained patient 
through a summer of dead ends and frustration 
in the market. 

But now, as he enters the final phase of 
pre-season, Pulis will be anxious to strengthen 
his squad significantly Albion play their first 
game of the new season on August 10 against 
Man City. 


“We’re trying to get things moving,” said 
Pulis after seeing his side triumph 2-1 at the 
Richmond City Stadium in a game delayed bi- 
zarrely for around an hour by distant lightning. 
“We’ve got targets that we are trying to bring 
into the club but we’ve not been able to get any 
in at the moment, which is a bit frustrating. 
The closer we get to the season starting, things 
usually start to move.” 

Talks with the agent of Liverpool striker 
Rickie Lambert will begin this week while Pulis 
remains keen on QPR duo Matt Phillips and 
Charlie Austin, although negotiations with the 
Loftus Road hierarchy over fees have proven 
difficult. 


McLean’s 
standing ‘is 
unaffected’ 

ALBION captain Darren Fletcher in¬ 
sists James McClean’s standing in the 
dressing room remains unaffected by 
controversy over his snubbing of the 
English flag. 

McClean, who is from a staunch re¬ 
publican background in Northern Ire¬ 
land, was criticised by some sections of 
the Baggies support after turning away 
from the cross of St George during the 
national anthems prior to last Friday’s 
friendly at Charleston Battery. 

The 26-year-old, who has previously 
come under fire over his refusal to wear 
a poppy, is being urged by boss Tony 
Pulis to shake off the ‘stigma’. 

Fletcher claims McClean has proved 
a positive addition to the dressing room 
since his £1.5million move from Wigan 
last month and retains the support of 
his team-mates. “We weren’t aware of 
it at the time but it’s a personal issue 
for him,” said Fletcher of the Charleston 
incident. 

“Until you read into the history and 
look at his beliefs and where he’s from, 
in some ways you have to respect his 
feelings. 

“It goes a lot deeper than people 
think and it’s very naive for people to 
just judge him on what they see with¬ 
out knowing the full story - and the full 
story is a difficult one as well. 

“He’s got a lot of principle and for 
us he’s a great player and there are no 
problems in the dressing room, so in that 
respect I can only speak highly of him. 

“The people we care about are the 
West Brom supporters and for me as a 
captain, I have to reiterate that we’ve 
got a really good lad and a really good 
player and someone who the dressing 
room have taken to. 

“The rest of it is not a problem. The 
most important thing is that the West 
Brom fans realise that.”
